Tony Good started in 
the industry with Music 
Hire Group in 1976 and 
started the manufactur- 
ing side of MHG. In 1979 
he formed his own 
company Good Elec- 
tronics for one year when 
he diversified the com- 
pany into operating and 
formed AT Leisure with 
Trevor Iveson and Peter 
Andrews. Peter also form- 
erly worked with MHG 
and is now Sales Director 
of AT Leisure. 


Tony continued to man- 
ufacture machines whilst 
Trevor carried on with 
the new operating com- 
pany. On forming a 
separate conversion and 
sales company Peter 
Tattersall joined them 
and Nippon Data Indus- 
tries was formed. They 
continued to manufacture 


video games until 
recently. : 
"Peter runs the 


company and Trevor andI 
back him in whatever way 
we сап,” said Tony. 


The company under 
their combined efforts has 
grown considerablv and 
they now employ a work- 
torce of twenty.

He now runs 
the operations side of 
Nippon Data and will be 
getting the sales side of 
AT Leisure off the ground. 
AT Leisure have already 
been appointed as dis- 
tributors of Sound Leisure 
Services’ wallbox and 
hideway units. 


In addition to conver- 


sions and manufacturing, 
Nippon Data are also dis- 
tributors for Summit Coin 
and Hazel Grove. 


“Тһе demand for pool 
tables recently has been 
astronomical.” Peter Tat- 
tersall told me. 


"We would be only to 
pleased to welcome enqui- 
ries from other companies 
interested in using us for 
distribution,” he said. 

Continuing with his 
summary of his company 
Peter told me: "Between 
Tony, Trevor, Peter and I, 
we have got quite a lot of 
experience in the indus- 
try. 

"As I say, our business 
here has been designed 
specifically for the trade. 
We do everything under 
the same roof. Manufac- 
ture, convert, sales and 
distribution, service and 
spare parts. So far it has 
paid dividends — it's so 
important.

Les Howarth, Sales 
Director of Tornado Model 
Products Ltd., firmly believes 
that the entertainment 
industry is in a person's 
blood or it isn't. There are no 
half measures. Les certainly 
has the business coursing 
through his veins and has 
worked long hours helping to 
provide entertainment for 
almost as long as he can 
remember. 


He started in the cinema 
business even before he left 
school, having been born in 
that Mecca of entertainment 
— Blackpool. Apart from two 
years spent working in a 
Lancashire brickyard Les 
has devoted his life to four 
forms of entertainment — 
cinema, bingo, amusement 
equipment and coin operated 
remote controlled leisure 
equipment. Apart from his 
Tornado role he heads Eagle 
Entertainments and a bingo 
hall business. 

As a boy Les used to 
accompany his father around 
the village halls with a 
mobile cinema kit stowed in 
the back of a van. His job was 
to put out the seats and roll 
up the 9d and one shilling 
tickets. He was also ex- 
pected to keep an eye on the 
projector. 

During the Blackpool 
season he used to help in the 
Hall of Mirrors and Ghost 
Train, receiving 3d for his 
efforts in the Hall of Mirrors 
and twice that amount for the 
Ghost Train! Before that he 
worked with the donkey rides 
on the beach and helped to 
stable them near his home. 


In 1955 his father took 
over a small cinema in Great 
Harwood, near Blackburn, 
and young Les found himself 
working as a projectionist six 
nights a week and Saturday 
afternoons. 


“There were four double 
features a week," said Les, 
“with five or six reels to а 
film and two shows nightly. 
We never finished before 11 
p.m. But that's what I mean 
when I say the entertain- 
ment business is in your 
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LES HOWARTH -- who recently received the Indi- 
vidual Award for Services to exports from the 
International Export Association.

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blood or it isn't. If you're 
born to it, hours don't matter. 
Gertain people can do it and 
others can't." 

Les left school at 15 and 
went to work in the cinema, 
the Grand. Shortly 
afterwards his father took 
over the Carlton, Preston and 
the Palladium, Oswald- 
twistle. 

These were the days when 
the cinema was still a boom 
industry. Les said: "After a 
Saturday matinee it would 
take an hour or more to put 
all the *Reserved' tags on the 
seats for the evening 
showing.” 


In 1962 Les left the 
comparative comfort of the 
cinema for a tough, bleak 
Lancashire brickyard. He 
was employed as a loader 
and emptier which meant he 
had to empty bricks from the 


= 


kilns and load them onto 
lorries. For this he received 
£14 a week. "We emptied 
seven kilns a week," said 
Les, “апа there were 42,000 
bricks in each kiln. That was 
7s 6d per thousand between 
six of us. We made up the 
money by loading up the 
wagons which averaged 3 to 
4,000 bricks a load. The flat 
rate was £5! I was at the 
brickyard right through the 
terrible winter of 1962/63. 
We clocked on at 7.30 a.m. 
and the first thing we had to 
do was knock the ice off the 
bricks. During the two years І 
was at the brickyard I never 
had a cold or had a day off 
through sickness. We used to 
get soaked to the skin and 
freezing cold but I think I was 
healthier then than I ever 
was before or have been 
since. It was a case of no 
work, no pay. 


“І met a lot of genuine 
people while I was working in 
the brickyard. I still have 
friends I first met there and 
the best man at my wedding 
was a friend from the 
brickyard days. They were 
hard but happy days and I 
wouldn’t have missed them 
for anything." 

Les returned to the cinema 
in 1964 but by this time the 
silver screen industry was in 
rapid decline. Cinemas were 
closing almost monthly and 
Les advocated a switch to 
bingo. But his father wanted 
to stay in the cinema — it 
was his whole way of life. 


Les said: “І moved to the 
Carlton in Preston and 
started to build up a bingo 
club. In those days I turned a 
hand to everything. I had a 
part time manager but I used 
to do everything, including 
the calling. But within six 
months we had got the 
attendance up to 500 a night. 
Twelve months after opening 
at Preston I leased a small 
club at Haslingden, near 
Blackburn, and later bought 
Ж. 


Ву 1974 Les felt it was 
time to diversify and he 
bought a steel-framed, four- 
lane Astroglide which he 
towed over to the East coast 
only to run into difficulties 
over planning permission. 
After several frantic “рһопе 
calls Les learned that a man 
in Shanklin, Isle of Wight 
was interested. But when Les 
arrived, having towed the 
Astroglide all the way from 
Skegness the man decided he 
didn't want it after all. “Вш I 
managed to talk him round,” 
said Les, “апд mine became 
the first Astroglide to. be 
installed on a pier. But not 
before we encountered 
another hitch. We couldn't 
hire a crane to get it on the 
pier and Ivan Bennett of 
Ilkeston, an old friend, had to 
devise a hand-winch system. 
The gang of men we hired for 
the job had to sleep on the 
pier for the first night as it 
was the middle of season and 
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there was по accommodation 
available. But all this did not 
deter me and we bought more 
slides for Belle Vue, Man- 
chester and Skegness. 

"It was about this time 
that I formed Eagle Enter- 
tainments and imported 
three Moon Walk 'bouncers' 
from the USA. They were 
installed at Belle Vue, 
Morecambe and Rhyl. Later 
when Bennetts started to 
make them I put in three 
more at Blackpool, Prestatyn 
and Skegness. The main 
problem with these was the 
size and maintenance. I 
wound down the Moon Walk 
side of it and concentrated on 
the Astroglides. We extended 
in Morecambe with a six-lane 
Astroglide, Ghost Train and 
Monte Carlo track ride. But I 
was looking for something 
else to expand the business. 
Coin’ operated remote 
controlled equipment was 
becoming popular and I 
decided to get involved. 


“Dave Earnshaw had, 


joined Eagle in 1972 and 
when we took delivery of our 
first coin operated remote 
controlled unit it was not a 
Tornado model. We had 
problems with it through lack 
of service and poor quality 


materials. Even so we could 
see great potential for this 
type of equipment. In 1975 
Dave and I went to the ATE 
and saw Tornado equipment 
being displayed by another 
firm. We liked what we saw 
and enquiries revealed that 
the equipment was reliable. 
We bought three units and 
installed them at 
Morecambe, Belle Vue and 
Skegness. They were so good 
throughout the season that I 
decided this was a company I 
wanted to get involved with. I 
could see they had a world- 
wide potential. 


*In 1977 I signed a 
contract with Tornado to 
become Director responsible 
for sales throughout the UK 
and USA. Since 1977 we 
have sold Tornado units 
direct and the sales office is 
at Preston with the factory in 
Birmingham. In 1978 I re- 
searched the American 
market and we exhibited in 
Atlanta. Although everyone 
there was very interested no 
one bought a unit — so we 
arranged to have one taken 
by road trailer to Lion County 
Safari Park, West Palm 
Beach, Florida. Dave 
Earnshaw supervised the 
overland trip. Once there we 
could prove the figures we 
had quoted were true. Armed 


with those figures I replied to 


all the people who had made 


enquiries at the exhibition. 
One of these was Bill Alter 
who I telephoned and 
because of a tight schedule I 
flew out to see him by 
Concord. I convinced him 
that the equipment was as 
good as we had stated and he 
formed a company. Alter 
Enterprises, which operates 
only Tornado equipment. Іп 
1979 he bought nine 12-boat 
units and operated them in 
various sites across the USA 
to test their potential. 


“Тһе results were so good 
that at the end of the season 
we drew up a contract which 
gave him exclusive rights for 
our equipment in 1980 and he 


shows and now there are 
seven ог- eight companies 
trying. But they will find it is 
not as easy as they think and 
the majority will be out of 
their depths. It is a very 
specialist product. It took us 
several years to perfect our 
units and the new companies 
in the USA will now be 
experiencing the problems 
Tornado had in the early 
days. 


"Last year we started to 
expand into other countries. 
We go into most European 
countries, Canada, South 
Africa, Australia and South 
America.

Les Howarth's role with 
Tornado means extensive 
world-wide travel. During his 
first two years with the com- 
pany he spent a total of eight 
months in the USA, covering 
hundreds of thousand of 
miles. 

Bill Alter operates from 
New Jersey where there is a 
full Tornado after-sales 
service and sales office. 

There are now several 
American companies aiming 
for the same market. Les 
said: "In 1979 we were the 
only firm offering this 


. equipment in the States. Last 


year there were four others 
exhibiting at the American 


“We had to move our 
manufacturing premises in 
Birmingham to meet the 
demand for units. In January, 
1980 Tornado moved into a 
new factory at Bordesley 
Green and we trebled 
production. It means we can 
keep up the quality control 
and still have room for 
expansion. 


“АП this has only been 
possible because of the 
marvellous team effort on the 
part of everyone at Tornado. 
And I must make special 
mention of Dave Earnshaw 
who plays such an important 
and versatile role. The 
Directors at Birmingham give 
me a marvellous product 1 
can sell. 


“We are researching new 
ideas all the time and some of 
these will be on show at the 
ATE. 


"We сап say without fear 
of contradiction that we are 
world leaders in the coin 
operated remote control 
leisure equipment field. Our 
equipment will turn over a lot 
of money from the moment it 
is installed and an important 
thing to bear in mind is that it 
appeals to all age groups. 
Operators can look for up to 
15 years, and maybe more, 
out of their equipment with 
minimal maintenance.”’ 


Les pointed with justi- 
fiable pride to a letter which 
arrived from Robert W.

Mr. Alan Willis, 
BACTA's General Secre- 
tary, said: “We are very 
pleased with the response 
to our questionnaire.

We 
have now appointed a 
consultant statistician to 
work out the figures and 
give us a complete overall 
picture of how this would 
hit every section of the 
industry."

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During a period of gloom within 
the industry it is refreshing to find 
a company where the directors 
have smiles on their faces and the 
accountants are busy totting up 
the new orders received. 


Ace Coin of Glamorgan took to 
the road straight after the London 
Previews to hold previews of their 
own in Newcastle, Preston and 
Leicester on 19th, 20th and 21st 
October. 

I caught up with them at the 
luxurious Grand Hotel in Leices- 
ter where Harold Phillips, Mana- 
ging Director of Ace Coin, had 
taken over one of the conference 
rooms to exhibit Spellbound, a 
spectacular video awp which had 
been launched at the London 
Preview. In addition they had on 
display the Silver Machine, Nifty 
Nudge, Sidewinder video fruit 
machine, Carry on Nudging, and 
the club machine, Eclipse. 


The final day of the previews 
was well attended by representa- 
tives of the industry. Harold 
Phillips, together with Sales 
Manager Dave Walker, Frank 
Pilley, Southern Area and Brian 
Wilson, Northern Area, were 
obviously delighted with the 
response to their tour in which 
orders for over 100 machines 
were placed in the first two days. 


I was curious as to why they 
held these previews so soon after 
London. Dave Walker explained: 
"It was a good show for us in 
London and we were so success- 
ful that we decided to keep up the 
momentum. А lot of people missed 
the London show so we decided to 
take it to them. It has been a great 
success so far and we are very 
pleased with the orders we have 
received."

The Spellbound is a video fruit 
awp with sound effects which add 
a new dimension to the conven- 
tional reel game. The well known 
'Sidewinder' feature occurs on a 
random basis — symbols flash 
when sidewind is available and 
when the feature button is 
pressed the flashing symbols ex- 
change places to generate a win 
or enter a Nudge sequence — the 
feature will only activate when a 
win or nudge game is possible. 
Holds are inhibited after the 
operation of a sidewind. An Up/ 
Down Nudge feature is encoun- 
tered (after a losing game) 10 
nudges are awarded if 4 symbols 
with Nudge overlays are present 
on the win line.

Another 
advantage is that the hopper coin level is controlled by the computer. 

The machines have an authentic pull to the handle, which according to 
Summit has taken two years of development and a dozen models before they 
achieved the right “feel” to the handle. 

A considerable amount of detail has gone into these machines, even the 
reels kick slightly back just before they spin to give the player a feeling of 
controlling the game. 

The machines are designed for all markets, Single Site, Arcade and Club. 
For Arcades wishing to build in the machines and get the casino look, Summit 
have produced a range of accessories which include divider panels to 
separate machines correctly, and leather swivel seating. 

Four models are currently available: 

Pull A Winner — А sophisticated awp machine with all of the top features of 
today. 

Double Top — A simple awp for those people who believe that awp 
machines have become too complicated. 

Wheel of Fortune — A £100 Jackpot Club machine where even a 20p win 
can be plaved on a no lose gamble feature up to £100. 

Wheel ‘N Deal — A £50 version of Wheel of Fortune. 

Mr. Don Last, the Chairman of Summit, said he was very pleased with the 
overall reaction by the trade to these new machines. They were sufficiently 
different from all other machines to pull the players and that had made cash 
box earnings really high, both on single sites and in arcades, he added.

TO HE COURAGE OF MADAME JASTROW 


When Leo Jastrow died 
in 1973 his widow was 
faced with a difficult 
decision to make. Either 
she wound up the busi- 
ness he had worked so 
hard to establish, or she 
carried it on alone. She 
chose to continue, though 
when I saw her recently 
she admitted: Although I 
had always known what 
was going on from day to 
day, I really knew very 
little about the business 
as a whole." 


Leo Jastrow had had 
many years of experience 
in the business. Of Ger- 
man origin he left his 
country during the Nazi 
period, came to Britain 
and took British citizen- 
ship. He served in the 
British army during the 
war. Today his wife has 
dual nationality, British 
and French. 


After the war the 
Jastrows spent some time 
in France, then eventually 
settled in Luxembourg. 
Things went well for them 
there, and in the early 
1970's Leo Jasirow deci- 
ded on real expansion. He 
built a splendid house, 
and adjoining it spacious 
showrooms and work- 
shops for his business. 
But before this project 
was completed he died. 

It was a period in the 
history of Leo Automat- 
iques, as the firm is 
called, when it was 
extremely difficult for 
Madame Jastrow to take 
over. For as I have said, 
although she knew of the 
general progress of 
things, she could пої

altogether envisage all 
the plans her late hus- 
band had made. When she 
decided to continue she 
was far from certain that 
she would succeed. “Вш 
if I hadn't at least tried io 
carry on, I don’t think І 
could ever have forgiven 
myself. I decided thai it 
would be better to make 
the attempt and fail then 
just to wind the affair 
пр,” she told me. 

Her two daughters had 
both decided on banking 
as a career, and were 
doing well. Her older son, 
Freddy, though he helped 
her. had set his heart on 
doing something quite dif- 
ferent from going into Ше 
automatics business, and 
Madame Jastrow knew it 
was betier io lei him do as 
he wished. Marc, Ше 
younger son, was very 
delicate as a child and 
adolescent, owing то ап 


accident when he was a 
baby. So Madame Jasirow 
was really very much 
alone. There were, I 
know, some hard and 
difficult years. But she 
regreis nothing of Ше 
siruggle, and I never 
heard her complain. She 
is an exiremely coura- 
geous woman. 


Today Leo Automat- 
iques is thriving. The mos: 
important side of the 
business is the operation. 
“I would noi call it a large 
operation, for the Grand 
Duchy is only a tiny 
country. But it is a good 
and stable operation, І 
consider," explained 
Madame Jasirow. The 
operation exiends all over 
the country. And although 
tourism is very important 
in Luxembourg, it does not 
affect this operation at 
all, which means that 
business fluctuates very 


litile. 

“I never visit the cafés 
and other establishments 
where we have equipment 
working,” explained Mad- 
ame Jastrow. She does not 
feel that as a woman it 
would be quite the right 
thing to do. If any of the 
location owners wish to 
discuss something with 
her, they can come to the 


firm's headquarters, ог 
telephone her. 
“І have never, never 


attempted to take a loca- 
поп from another 
operator," she stressed. 
"My whole business is 
built up on my reputation. 
That is the real reason for 
the success of Leo Automa- 
tiques. Location owners 
know they will be treated 
fairly, and that we give 
the best possible service; 
service is of tremendous 
importancé." Her opera- 
поп has grown through

Now we reach the point 
where I must meniion 
Marc Jastrow. Тһе deli- 
cate boy has completely 
disappeared. I hardly 
recognised the smart, 
good-looking young man 
who met me at the station 
when I arrived on my 
recent visit, and who 
drove me to his home and 
the headquarters of Leo 
Automatiques to meet his 
mother. Later on she told 
me: "Marc is my right 
hand I simply couldn't 
continue without him.” 
d 


** ... I will not tolerate 
over-long hair or dirty, 
sloppy clothes. I consi- 
der the appearance of 
the people who repre- 
sent me to be extremely 
important ...." 


Fortunately Marc has 
become deeply interested 
in every aspect of the 
automatics business. He 
has been іо the United 


States, and visited some 


of the big factories pro- 
ducing equipment there, 
including Bally and See- 
burg. He talks with 
authority of every side of 
the business, and has very 
intelligent opinions. He 
told me that he is pro- 
gressively becoming more 
and more interested in the 
technical side of the 
equipment. 


Тре team of service 
engineers employed by 
Leo Automatiques are all 
French, with one excep- 
tion. Madame Jasirow 
engages young men who 
have made appropriate 
studies in technical 
schools in France (only a 
few kilometres away from 
any part of the Grand 
Duchy), and then has them 
specially trained in the 
firm’s workshops. “I 
much prefer it this way. 
We train these young men 
here, and then they work 
the way we want them 
to, she said. She is а 
good employer, and is 
obviously very well liked 
and respected by her 
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staff. But she is strict. “1 
insist that they are pre- 
sentable at all times. I will 
not tolerate. over-long 
hair, or dirty, sloppy 
clothes, and they know 
ib" we tod me. 1 
consider Ше appearance 
of the people who repre- 
sent me io be exiremely 
important." 


With her great talent 
for organisation, Madame 
Jastrow has arranged the 
servicing of her operation 
extremely well. There are 
three service cars, each 
painted bright yellow and 
fitted with radio tele- 
phones so that the men 
can be contacted when 
they are out on the road. 
Each day each man has 
his specially planned 
route to follow, and Ше 
man nearesi то ап emer- 
gency call goes there ai 
once. There are їмо 
teams, which work in 
shifts, the first from nine 
to six, the second from 
two til nine. Servicing is 
given six days a week, 
then on Sundays Marc 
takes over, and goes out in 
response то emergency 
calls. He helps out with 
servicing during the week 
as well His technical 
knowledge has become 
very extensive. 


Madame Jasirow finds 
thai her operation is one 
that she can manage com- 
fortably. “If it was larger 
I would not be able то 
supervise it personally, 
and that I find io be 
essential," she said. 


In addition то the 
operation, she sells equip- 
ment. “Т would not like to 
describe Leo Auiomai- 
iques as a distributing 
firm. Better to say that we 
represent certain firms in 
Belgium, and sell what we 
obtain from them," she 
explained. The mosi im- 
portant of these firms is 
Seeben of Antwerp, 
where Ше happy associ- 
ation began in the дауз 
when her husband was 
alive. From Seeben she 
obtains Seeburg juke 
boxes, and Williams 
games. Then from Na- 
tional Music of Brussels 


she obiains Wurliizer 
equipment and Bally 
games. 


Both Madame Jastrow 
and Marc spoke of 
current irends in Ше 
Grand Duchy, and about 
current equipment. 
Flippers do very well, 
they told me, and usually 
remain on a site for three 
or four months. Video 
games siay оп а Site a 
little longer. And a really 
good video game — they 
cited Williams Defender, 
and said that with them it 
does even better than 
Space Invaders — can 
stay on a site indefinitely. 
She likes Williams 
flippers, and finds Stern 
and Bally good also. 
Madame Jasirow was пої 
really happy with video 
games for a long time, but 
now finds that the good 
ones are very worthwhile, 
a must in the operation. 


Both Marc and his 
mother are very much 
against the continual 
copying of games Ша! 
goes on. "Some of the 
copies may cost less, but 
the originals are always 
the best," they agreed. 

Although Leo Auiomat- 
iques has had a long asso- 
ciation with juke boxes, 
Madame Jasirow was not 
optimistic about their 
future. “They аге too 
expensive compared io 
the business they do 
nowadays. Very few loca- 
tions are good enough to 
warrant placing a brand 
new box,” she said. 


On equipmeni іп gen- 
eral both Madame Jas- 
:гом/ and her son feel thai 
in some cases not enough 
attention is given to finish. 
They deplore, 100, how 
very easy it is for cabinets 
to be marked by cigarette 
burns. and would like то 
see ashtrays incorporated 
into the cabinets of all 
games. 


“Тһе big problems we 
must face today is Ше 
ever-increasing prices of 
the machines," stressed 
Madame Jasirow. “Хас 
urally I want to buy new 
equipment, but with 
prices as they аге І сап 
buy as much as formerly. 
Each machine we buy to 
operate must pay for 
itself, and then make a 


profit, and all within a 
certain time. And with as 
many new models appear- 
ing — another problem — 
this time gets shorter and 
shorter. I wish that the big 
manufacturers could see 
it this мау.” 
She is very disap- 
pointed that the Lux- 
embourg irade associa- 
Поп is по: sironger, and 
deplores Ше fact that it is 
not a member ої Euromai. ` 
Madame Jasirow believes 
firmly in good, sirong 
trade associations, but 
would not wish to take 
any active part in their 
organisation. “Ав a 
woman I wouldn't want to

put myself forward," she 
said. 


Madame Jasirow has 
her office in her beautiful 
home, with the workshops 
and showrooms below 
and аі the back. She 
employes neither a secre- 
tary nor a book-keeper, 
preferring to do every- 
thing herself. Both she 
and Marc work long 
hours, never sparing 
themselves. 


Any idea that a woman- 
operator musi be a hard, 
tough person is quickly 
dispelled when you meet 
Madame Jasirow. She is 
certainly firm, and has 
her own opinions, but she 
is very feminine ас the 
same time. Chic, and with 
a warm, sparkling person- 
ality, she is a delightful 
person. 


To conclude our long 
talk she said: ‘Гуе 
worked very hard, and 
now I really enjoy it. It is 
only now that I'm really 
beginning to see Ше real 
results of what Гуе done 
so far."

HIGH QUALITY, LOW PRICE 


The automatics busi- 
ness is quite often 
attractive to sporismen, 
and in my time I have 
come across several men 
who have participated in 
the Olympics, or been 
champions of one kind or 
another. But with Freddy 
De Kerpel, who heads a 
Belgian manufacturing 
company, the business 
was a family one, and he 
went into it when he 
retired from the boxing 
ring as the professional 
light heavyweight cham- 
pion of Belgium in 1978. 

He likes the business, 
and I don’t think he would 
really have chosen to do 
anything else. But Ше 
history of the business 
was a rather strange one, 
not always happy, but it is 
now having a very happy 
period. 


t all began many years 
ago when the De Kerpel 
brothers, Roger (still alive 
and working) and Jóse 
(who died in 1965) gave up 
their bakery to go into the 
manufacture of billiard 
and football tables. 
Things went well for a 
while, then they separa- 
ted, each heading his own 
manufacturing firm, each 
with a different name. I 
shall not mention these 
names here, to avoid con- 
fusion. But they were 
names well known in 
Belgium and elsewhere, 
and in spite of any family 
disagreements the quality 
of their tables was always 
excellent. 


Each broiher had one 
child, Roger De Kerpel a 
daughter called Jenny, 
and Jose a son called 
Freddy. Freddy of course, 
is the ex-boxer. When he 
retired from ithe ring 
through an injury it was 
decided то join these two 
rival businesses together, 
and Ша: he and Jenny 
would run them. And this 
is working out very well 
indeed. The cousins are 
intelligent and very pro- 
gressive in their views,

they gei on well, and they 
are making a big success 
of their firm, which is 
called simply De Kerpel 
nowadays. I weni io 
Wetteren io visit them а 
short while ago. 


Jenny tock me along то 
see Ше woodwork дерагі- 
meni for a start. Here the 
cabinets are prepared, 
then, still not assembled, 
sent by lorry то the other 
premises. This is a big, 
spacious place, where 
experi crafismen put 
everything together. І saw 
the green cloth being put 
on billiard tables with 
great care, and fooiball 
tables being carefully 
assembled. The siress is 
very much on expert work 
done with the hands of 
experts. And the 
emphasis is very much on 
producing tables of high 
quality, and very solid 
and sirong. De Kerpel 
tables stand up io Ше 
rough treatment to which, 
unfortunately, games of 
this type are inevitably 
submitted ai times, as 
well as any others. 


"We realise that the 


games we produce are 
classic games. Because of 
that we keep то classic 
designs," explained 
Freddy. "Оиг tables don't 
date in appearance. We 
make them io last." 


Any changes are the 
result of team work, 
everyone putting forward 
ideas. But above all De 
Kerpel tables are classic, 
and there is no idea of 
changing them to any 
great extent. 

Prices are carefully 
studied. “У/е aim, all Ше 
üme, то keep our prices 
low and our quality high," 
Freddy iold me. Soon 
after my visit a new foot- 
ball table was to come on 
Ше market. Of this he 
said: “Тһе price is 
exceptionally low, and the 
table extremely solid. We 
think ihe price can 
compare favourably with 
any other model from any 
couniry. We are expect- 
ing big things of this 


model." It was to have а 
name. but when I was 
there this had not yet 


been chosen. The design, 
though still classic, was to 


be rather different from 
that of any table produced 
previously. 


Eleven men are en- 
gaged in the manufac- 
turing side of Ше firm, 
each one а craftsman. 
Freddy and Jenny deal 
with administration and 
sales, aided by Магіе- 
Louise the secretary. 

A total of about 200 
tables of various types — 
football, pool, billiards, 
French billiards etc — is 
produced each month, 
and this can be increased 
if necessary. Delivery is 
usually quick after orders 
are booked. ‘‘People 
expect quick delivery, and 
we pay a lot of attention 
to that," the cousins 
explained. The tables are 
delivered in their own 
lorries. 


They are very іпіегез- 
ted in building up export 
trade at De Kerpels. The 
tables are known in Lux- 
embourg, Holland, Мог- 
thern France and are just 
beginning io get known in 
Germany. The tables аге 
sold to distributors. 


The De Kerpels are 
great animal lovers and 
before I left-I met 
Freddy's two pets, Ronny 
the orang шапе, and Sony 
the chimpanzee. Both are 
young animals, and he 


enjoys waiching their 
progress and teaching 
them. 


When he was younger 
Freddy speni a year in the 
United States, and speaks 
perfect English. Jenny’s 
English is just as good, 
and they speak other 
languages. So visitors to 
this very pleasant firm 
producing the classic 
games that never give any 
irouble, and never lose 
their popularity, will not 
have any problems when 
they visit the head- 
quarters at Мепегеп, а 
small town a few miles 
north of Brussels.

Hidden deep within the 
beautiful, rolling country- 
side of Dorset, just along a 
secluded lane off the road 
that leads to Lawrence of 
Агата 5 cottage and 
Woolbridge Manor, fea- 
tured by Thomas Hardy in 
his novel Tess о The 
Durbervilles, John and 
Frances Miles live with 
their three children in 
peaceful tranquility in the 
bosom of Hardy’s beloved 
Wessex.

John and Frances have 
now introduced Control 
Model Systems with a 
multi 24-way system in- 
corporating 8 cars, 8 
boats and 8 commanders 
on a 3-tier complex.

However, two men who 
took the gamble are Jim 
Barry (54) and Mike 
Collins (47). who set up 
their own company. Bafco 

id.. eighteen months ago 
on the Clover Trading 
Estate at Willoughby, Nr. 
Alford in Lincolnshire. 

Bafco 119. manufacture 
Kiddie Rides and their 
gamble has paid off hand- 
somely because they are 
now a well-established 
and successful company 
with export orders all 
over the world. 


It has по: been an easy 
road, however, because it 
has taken a lot of hard 
work, long hours, 
frequent overseas travel. 
loss of leisure time and a 
worrying disruption of 
domestic life as Ше їмо 
men fought and struggled 
to establish their com- 
pany. They did not have to 
establish themselves in 
the industry as individ- 


uals because they were 
already well known and 
respected through over 27 
years of joint experience 
in the manufacture and 
operation of Kiddie Rides. 


They quietly formed 
their company and went 
into production unan- 
nounced until they 
appeared on their own 
company stand ai the 
1980 ATE. From that first 
exhibition the orders 
poured in and, as produc- 
Чоп increased, they took 
off overseas for further 
exhibitions, impressed the 
buyers with the high 
quality of their producis, 
consolidated their posi- 
tion and justified their 
self-confidence. 

“We also know our 
opposition. There are 
some very good manu- 
facturers about.

“We are particularly 
pleased with the gearbox 
we use. We have a manu- 
facturer who builds and 
provides gearboxes то our 
specifications — they 
have come up wiih jusi 
what we need.” continued 
Mike. 

"We have elecirical 
sub-coniraciors and ihe 
meial work is done here 
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on ihe estate. Different 
suppliers provide all ше 
other bits and pieces.” 


"We have a good, 
classy style of ride," said 
Jim Barry. 

As io their view of 
future prospects Mike 
Collins said: "Well, it is 
excellent and it can only 
get better as we started а: 
such a bad time." 


“At the back of thai of 
course, ' joined Jim Barry, 
"is all our experience in 
the industry. 


"We have some good 
ideas for new iypes of 
rides," Mike continued, 
'you ve really got to be a 
bit of a kid yourself to 
operate and make Kiddie 
Rides. You need то have 
the enthusiasm thai will 
rub off. 

"We know Kiddie 
Rides, “һе operators. Ше 
people in the business. 
We know what they want. 
In fact we ask them." 

Jim Barry said: "There 
are many factors which 
have io be taken што con- 
sideration when manufac- 
turing Kiddie Rides.

Thev are jus: a few of 
Ше many factors io con- 
sider. said Jim. "and of 
paramount imporiance of 


course is ithe safety 
factor. 


"Kids from ihe estate 
come here every day and 
try out our rides. We ask 
their opinion — and they 
are һопеві in their re- 
plies. If it’s no good they 
certainly tell you! You get 
го know what the kids like 
and мапі. ` 


I looked over a stack of 
containers, pari of large 
export orders, and re- 
marked оп Ше exotic 
places some of them were 
destined for. 


Mike Collins told me: 
"Well, in one case for 
example we had a tele- 
phone call from a chap 
overseas who had seen 
our logo on our rides 
abroad, he liked what he 
saw and ordered some off 
us. What vou see now is a 
further order from him. 


In the early days of the 
company Jim and Mike 
were looking што the fibre 
glass indusiry in relation 
то the bodies for their 
Kiddie Rides and were 
recommended то see 
David Fox who was in 
business on his own 
account making custom- 
built car bodies for racing 
Cars. 

As Mike and Jim ри it: 
"David is an excellent 
pattern maker with a loi 
of experience. We took io 
him siraight away. We 
liked his enihusiasm and 
we were very impressed 
with a fibre glass model 
BRM racing car he had 
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made. The upshot was 
that David joined the 
company and is now the 
third director. 


“То have him here on 
the staff is such a bonus 
to us. It was David in fact 
who designed Ше 'Space 
Shuttle.’ 

Now a British company 
beating America at its 
own game and building a 
better ‘Space Shuttle’ and 
selling it successfully on 
the American market is 
sensational. 


However, there is no 
need for NASA to feel 
concern as this particular 
‘Space Shuttle’ is a Kiddie 
Ride. But, the American 
manufacturers of chil- 
dren’s rides need be con- 
cerned because Bafco, 
following the New 
Orleans Parks Show 
broke into the American 
domestic market with a 
Grand Prix racing car, a 
motor cycle, a bulldozer 
and the ‘Space Shuttle’. 


Jim Barry said: “Пигіпе

"We continue to sell

own company.

When I remarked on 
the high quality of the 
Kiddie Rides they were 
producing Jim Barry said: 
"We are very conscious 
of the quality required. 
We know whai the opera- 
tor wanis, the type of ride 
he requires and we car 
produce it. 
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"With the large amount 
of exporting you are 
doing, does it not present 
you with a problem in 
supplving spares or repla- 
cing defective parts?" I 
asked them. 

"Actually we've not 
had to send many out, just 
the odd one ог two,” said 
Jim. "Оиг rides are vir- 
tually hand built," he 
continued, “зо everything 
is checked stage by stage. 
After all, itis our name on 
the goods, it is up to us to 
ensure they are reliable. 
"We inspect each individ- 
ual ride before it leaves 
the factory.” 


"Packaging for export 
must present you with 
some problems," І re- 
marked. 


“Мо!” said Mike. 
"When we decided to 
exhibit in New Orleans 
the exhibits had to be 
ready ten days in advance 
in order to catch the last 
possible sailing date. We 
contacted Lin Pac Corru- 
gated Cases with an 
urgent request for strong 
packaging which would 
be cheap enough to keep 
our product down to a 
competitive price. That 
company," said Mike, 
"pulled out all the stops 
and delivered the contain- 
ers within five days of the 
contract being placed. 


"Since then of course 
our exporis have in- 
creased considerably and 
despite the weights in- 
volved, the containers 
stack very well and have 
proved io remain іпіасі 
during shipment то our 
customers." 

Mike Collins and Jim 
Barry, two very ebullient 
characters, are an exam- 
ple of what hard work, 
confidence, ambition and 
sheer guts can achieve.

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Two environmental 
temperature handlers for 
testing 300 mil DIP 
integrated circuit devices 
at temperatures of be- 
tween -55?C and + 125?C 
are available from Micro- 
system Services. Manu- 
factured by Thermonics 
Incorporated, they are 
known as the Model 
T-3003. and Model T-3005 
Spartan Handlers. One of 
their major advantages 
over competitive designs 
is the ease of access to the 
soak/test rail which 
allows an operator to very 
quickly clear a mechani- 
cal jam and get the system 
operational again. 

The only difference 
between the T-3003 and 
T-3005 handler is Ше 
number of bins into which 
tested ICs can be sorted. 
The T-3003 has three out- 
put tracks and the T-3005 
has five. 


Spartan handlers em- 
ploy the Thermonics Pre- 
cision Temperature For- 
cing System. Easily set up 
and operated, up to 1,500 
devices per hour can be 
handled (restricted only 
by a required three sec- 
ond minimum soak time to 
force the device com- 


pletely to the required 
temperature) They em- 
ploy a forced gas method 
for heating and cooling 
incoming devices, using 
liquid nitrogen as the 
base coolant. To prevent 
any water or ice forming 
externally on the load 
board, special built-in 
purging facilites are 
provided using dry nitro- 
gen. 


The mechanical parts 
of the handler are 
operated pneumatically 
using air cylinders as a 
power source and, since 
there are no sharp or 
sudden changes in the 
path of travel of the 
device being tested, the 
handler operates virtually 
jam free’. However, іп 
the event of a jam, the 
hinged plastic cover is 
opened and the full length 
of the soak rail accessed 
by releasing three clips. If 
the problem is within the 
test head area, only two 
thumb screws have to be 
undone and a clear 
plastic cover removed to 
gain access. To prevent 
ICs falling out of the 
gravity feed rail when the 
covers are removed, the 


handler mounting can be 
pivoted to the horizontal 
for jam clearance or in- 
spection. 

There are ten front
